This took a great deal 
of time and trouble, and Allin, see- 
ing the necessity of friction matches, 
set about to make them, and suc- 
ceeded. He neglected to patent them, 
however, and on finally applying for 
a patent, found that a man named 
Phillips, who was a peddler, had dis- 
covered trhough a third person the 
secret of making the matches and 
already obtained a patent. Allin, 
though the real inventor, was forced 
to become a mere manufacturer un- 
der another man's patent. —Farmer's 
Home Journal.
